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CUTUCK, half* century ago, wat no in- 
considerable villas* in th* county of H 

Situated on the Licking river, loma fifty or 
■nor* milei above tb* confluence of that 
prt!»ntioui itraim with the Ohio, during 
seasons of high water it was frequently via 
ited by adventurous little steamboats from 
(lucinnati, causing it to imagine itself of 
considerable maritime importance, and on 
occasion more than on* of itl ambitious cit- 
izens wm heard, on the streets of the coun- 
tyieat, to proudly allude to it as The Port. 
I fa- lingular nam* WM not borrowed from 
th* aboriginees, nor was it yet compounded 
ef th* toil on which the Tiling* stood and 
the piincipal botanical product of th* c 
cutna.ljactnt hills. It was the oETs, ring 
a political compromise. 

When 'Squirt Sftytock, one of the or 
inal proprietors, who for years had plied 
the ferry at that point, determined to found 
a town, he had an earnest coadjutor in Col 
Ov«rstre«t, his next neighbor, whose lands 
■were separated from his by the "big road, 
which wan destined to become th* principal 
sliest of th* futur* town. First a black- 
smith was induced to set up his forg* there 
Next came a store, quickly followed by a 
carpenter-shop, slioamsker's-sllop, tavern, 
rival store, and so on, until Slayback's Ker- 
ry (as it was Itlll designated) not only be- 
came a busy, bustling little settlement, but 
attained a population ol bet»e*n three and 
four hundred, and began to long for a town 
nam*, a town charter, and a position on the
